War Spending Errors Detailed 

Report cites poor government supervision over contractors 


WASHINGTON! Construction of a $30 mil- 
lion dining facility at a U.S. base in Iraq is 
scheduled to be completed Dec. 25. But the 
decision to build it was based on bad plan- 
ning and botched paperwork. The project is 
too far along to stop, making the mess hall 
a future monument to the waste and inef- 
ficiency plaguing the war effort, according 
to an independent panel investigating con- 
tracting in Iraq and Afghanistan. 


In its first report to Congress, the Wartime 
Contracting Commission presents a bleak 
assessment of how tens of billions of dollars 
have been spent since 2001. The 111-page 
report, obtained by The Associated Press, 
documents poor management, weak over- 
sight, and a failure to learn from past mistakes 
as recurring themes in wartime contracting. 
The report is scheduled to be made public 
Wednesday to a House subcommittee. 


U.S. reliance on contractors has grown to 
“unprecedented proportions,” says the bipar- 
tisan commission. More than 240,000 pri- 
vate-sector employees are supporting military 
operations in Iraq and Afghanistan. 

But the government has no central data- 
base of who all these contractors are, what 
services they provide and how much they’re 
paid. The Pentagon has failed to provide 
enough trained staff to watch over them, 
creating conditions for waste and corruption,

Suspect in abortion 
doctor s slaying says 
more attacks planned 

WICHITA, KAN. I The man charged 
with killing a high-profile abor- 
tion doctor claimed from his jail 
cell Sunday that similar violence 
was planned across the nation for 
as long as the procedure remained 
legal, a threat that comes days after 
a federal investigation was launched 
into his possible accomplices. 

A Justice Department spokes- 
man said the threat was being 
taken seriously, and additional 
protection had been ordered for 
abortion clinics last week. But a 
leader of the anti-abortion move- 
ment derided the accused shooter 
as “a fruit and a lunatic.” 

Scott Roeder called The Asso- 
ciated Press from the Sedgwick 
County jail, where he’s being held 
on charges of first- degree mur- 
der and aggravated assault in the 
shooting of Dr. George Tiller one 
week ago. 

“I know there are many other 
similar events planned around 
the country as long as abortion 


remains legal,” Roeder said. He 
would not elaborate. 

Tiller’s clinic in Wichita was 


among only a few in the U.S. that 
perform third-trimester abortions. 
He was shot while serving as an 


usher at the Lutheran church he 
attended. 

When asked whether he shot 
Tiller, Roeder replied that he could 
not comment about that and said

Chrysler Dealers Reach End 



Businesses targeted 
for closure scramble 
to sell their vehicles 

Peter J. Walsh, the owner of Walsh 
Dodge in Jersey City, N. J., started 
out selling used cars in his home- 
town 28 years ago after the birth 
of his daughter. He slowly built his 
business, and felt as though he’d 
finally made it when he earned his 
Chrysler shingle in 2000. 

But on Tuesday, Walsh Dodge 
will lose that shingle — as will 
788 other dealers across the coun- 
try. Auburn Hills, Mich.-based 
Chrysler has asked a bankruptcy 
court for permission to terminate 
the franchise agreements of about 
25 percent of its dealers. Chrysler 
needs to cut costs, and claims cur- 
rent sales levels don’t justify a net- 
work of 3,189 dealers. 

For Walsh and the others on 
the “hit list,” the last days of selling 
Dodge, Jeep and Chrysler vehicles 
have been filled with quick sales 
at deep discounts, along with sad 
goodbyes from longtime customers 
and feelings of dismay and anger 
toward the automaker they worked 
with for years. 

“It is what it is. It’s just a tough 
situation,” Walsh said, speaking 


inside his dealership Saturday. 

Chrysler maintains that the 
franchises singled out for termi- 
nation were chosen because they 
weren’t profitable, didn’t have all 
of the automaker’s three brands 
under one roof, or were located too 
close to another Chrysler dealer. 

But the dealers argued in court 
that a smaller dealer base won’t 
save the company any substan- 
tial money. They say the dealers 
cover their own costs, paying for 
everything from the vehicles on 


their lots to employees, advertis- 
ing and tools. 

Steven Landry, Chrysler’s 
executive vice president of North 
American sales, said Tuesday’s 
deadline remains fixed. Dealers 
can sell the vehicles after that 
date, but they won’t be able to offer 
Chrysler sales incentives, making 
it tough for them to compete. 

“We won’t be changing any 
dealers on the list. We won’t 
be changing the date,” he said.

Activist Calls for D.C. March

Gay rights movement 
to stage event in Oct. 
for marriage equality 

SALT LAKE CITY I An activist who 
worked alongside slain gay rights 
leader Harvey Milk announced 
plans Sunday for a march on Wash- 
ington this fall to demand that 
Congress establish equality and 
marriage rights for the lesbian, gay 
and transgender community. 

Cleve Jones said the march 
planned for Oct. 11 will coincide 
with National Coming Out Day 
and launch a new chapter in the 
gay rights movement. He made the 
announcement during a rally at the 
annual Utah Pride Festival. 

Jones stirred up a crowd of 
thousands just blocks from the 
Salt Lake City headquarters of the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints. The church was part of 
a coalition of conservative groups 
that worked last fall to pass Cali- 
fornia’s Proposition 8, which over- 
turned a court ruling legalizing 
gay marriage. 

Jones was a protege of Milk’s, 


San Francisco’s first openly gay 
elected official, who was killed 
by a fellow member of the Board 
of Supervisors in 1978. Jones also 
founded the NAMES Project, the 
memorial quilt that recognizes the 
more-than 80,000 Americans who 
have died from HIV/AIDS. 

Jones said a confluence of 


events — a new president, the 
success of the movie “Milk” and 
Proposition 8 — makes this the 
right time to intensify the fight 
for equality. 

“All of this working together has 
opened this new chapter,” Jones 
said. “I intend to make the most

Lebanese Cast Ballots in Key Poll 


Election results could 
expand Hezbollah’s 
power in the Mideast 

BEIRUT I Hezbollah and its allies 
sought to unseat a pro-Western 
coalition in Lebanese elections 
Sunday that could present an early 
test of President Obama’s efforts 
to forge Middle East peace. 

A win by the Shiite militant 
group would boost the influence 
of its backers Iran and Syria, and 
risk pushing one of the region’s 
most volatile nations into interna- 
tional isolation and possibly into 
more conflict with Israel. 

The race for the 128-member 
parliament is the first major event 
in the Middle East since Obama 
reached out to the Arab and Islam- 
ic worlds last week in his speech in 
Cairo in which he called for a “new 
beginning between the United 
States and Muslims.” Obama chal- 
lenged Muslims to confront violent 
extremism and urged Israel and 
the Palestinians along with Arab 
states to find common ground on 
which to forge peace. 

Hezbollah, which the U.S. con- 
siders a terrorist organization, has

Ships Recover Bodies 
From Jet in Atlantic 


Wreckage found near 
spot where Air France 
flight likely crashed 

RECIFE, BRAZIL I Search ships 
methodically worked through a 
“sea of debris” from a doomed Air 
France jet Sunday, recovering four 
more bodies near the spot where 
the Airbus A330 is thought to have 
gone down a week ago. 

Seventeen bodies have been 
retrieved since Saturday by pilots 
participating in a grid search. The 
bodies have been found in an area 
about 45 miles from where the jet 
sent out messages signaling elec- 
trical failures and loss of cabin 
pressure. 

Brazil’s military is not releasing 
information about bodies or debris 
that have not been taken aboard 
ships, after trash was mistaken last 
week for a cargo pallet from the 
plane, prompting criticism. 

Flight 447 disappeared and 


likely broke up in midair in tur- 
bulent weather May 31 during a 
flight from Rio de Janeiro to Paris 
with 228 people aboard — all now 
presumed dead. 

The investigation is increas- 
ingly focused on whether external 
instruments on the Airbus A330 
may have iced over, confusing 
speed sensors.

Soldiers, gunmen 
wage 4-hour battle 
in Acapulco mansion 

ACAPULCO, MEXICO I Itwasashoo- 
tout straight from Hollywood in 
the former playground of its big- 
gest stars: Masked and heavily 
armed Mexican soldiers battled 
outlaws holed up in a cliffside 
mansion in a four-hour shoot- 
out that had tourists cowering in 
hotels nearby. 

Roughly 3,000 shots flew, 
and 50 grenades exploded dur- 
ing the raucous gunbattle late 
Saturday that killed 15 gunmen 
and one soldier. Six other people 
were wounded, including three 
bystanders. 

More than a dozen tourists 
were evacuated from a neighbor- 
ing hotel strip frozen in the 1950s,

when Elizabeth Taylor held one of 
her many weddings in Acapulco, 
and John Wayne and “Tarzan” star 
Johnny Weissmuller threw lavish 
parties at Los Flamingos Hotel 
less than 100 yards from where 
gunfire broke out. 

The battle erupted after sol- 
diers received a tip that a group 


of armed men were gathered at a 
gated house in Acapulco.

At one point, more armed 
men with grenades arrived to rein- 
force the men in the house, but they 
died in the shooting, said an army 
colonel, who led the operation and 
spoke on condition of anonymity. 

Inside, soldiers found four 
police bound and half-naked who 
said they were being held hostage. 
They confiscated 47 guns, grenades 
and ammunition, as well as several 
cars, including a Mercedes-Benz. 

Military officials said they are 
still investigating who the gunmen 
are. But given the weapons stash, 
large home and late-model cars, it 
looked like the normal trappings 
for drug cartels. No drugs were

The ups and downs of the Dow 
Jones industrial average may get 
most of the attention, but there’s 
another stock index you should be 
watching closely: the Standard & 
Poor’s 500. Here are some ques- 
tions and answers about the S&P 
500 and what it says about the 
state of the economy. 

I What is the S&P 500 index? 

It’s a grouping of the stocks of 
500 large companies that’s designed 
to givea big-picture view ofthe U.S. 
stock market. 


2 What makes it important? 

Everyday investors are more 
likely to have their money tied to the 
S&P 500 indexthan the Dow. About 
$1 .5 trillion in investments mirrorthe 
moves ofthe S&P, and $4.9 trillion in 
investments are measured against it. 
The Dow has only about $32.6 billion 
in investments thattrack it. 

3 What determines how the 
index moves? 

The S&P 500 doesn’t simply rise or 
fall based on changes in share pric- 
es. Based on price alone, Google’s 
$432 shares would have more 
pull than Exxon Mobil Corp.’s $72 
shares. Butthe index also takes into 
account how many shares of a com- 
pany can be traded. So, Exxon, with 
more shares floating around, is val- 


ued at $355.8 billion, compared with 
$135.3 billion for Google — and thus 
has more influence over whetherthe 
indexgoes upordown. 

4 What’s considered a signifi- 
cant move in the S&P? 

Analysts caution against reading too 
much into any one day’s moves. But 
to geta good sense of whatthe mar- 
ket does, focus on percentages. A 
2 percent move in a day is a big shift. 

What is the S&P telling us 
about the economy right now? 

The index is still down from its peak 
in October 2007, but it’s surged about 
40 percent since early March. The 
gains show investors are becoming

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Peddling Pedals for Profit 


Despite the recession, 
some entrepreneurs 
find inspiration in 
the pedicab business 

James Rice is easy to spot as 
he maneuvers his bike along the 
National Mall. It’s not his oversize 
aviator sunglasses, navy mesh Adi- 
das shorts, mismatched green and 
blue socks, or even the pale yellow 
“Air Force Dad” T-shirt that does 
it, though. It’s the two-seater cart 
the 26-year-old is tugging along 
behind him. 

“It’s a lot like fishing,” he 
explains over his shoulder to the 
two passengers he’s pedaling in 
his Capitol Pedicab along Seventh 
Street. “You want to go where the 
most fish are.” 

On this sunny Tuesday afternoon, 
that’s easily the National Museum of 
Natural History. As Rice cruises by a 
dozen tour buses crammed along the 
Constitution Avenue curb, he passes 
three pedicab peers who smile and 
wave. A look at the varying logos on 
the drivers’ carts — Capitol Pedicabs, 
D.C. Pedicab and National Pedicabs 
— prove there are like-minded entre- 
preneurs at work here. 

The District is in the midst of 
a rickshaw renaissance. The last

two years have seen a steady rise 
in those willing to ferry folks 
around on the oversize two-seat- 
er carts. 

“There’s more of a market for 
it now,” explains Steven Balinsky, 
a 23-year-old co-owner of Capitol 
Pedicabs (Capitolpedicabs.com). 
“Everybody is a lot more environ- 
mentally conscious than they were 
five years ago. I would hope that 
if someone saw a pedicab and a 
taxi, they would make the choice 
to ride in a pedicab.” 

Surprisingly, the timing 
couldn’t be better. The increas- 
ingly eco-conscious culture dove- 
tails with the District’s rise of a 
more bicycle-friendly atmosphere 
— from the launch of last year’s 
SmartBike bike-sharing program 
to a mayor who rides regularly with 
a local cycling team. 

Ben Morris, president of Bos- 
ton-based National Pedicabs 
(Nationalpedicabs.com), was

The 27-year- 
old entered the D.C. market last 
summer and has expanded his 
D.C. fleet to 40, all the while 
continuing to spread his rick- 
shaw reach to locales such as 
Newport, R.I., and Shreveport, 
La. That’s pretty impressive, con- 
sidering he started the company 
on a whim while he finished his 
senior year at Northeastern Uni- 
versity. “I didn’t even know how 
to change a flat tire on a bike, 
which is quite embarrassing,” 
he admits. “I do now!” 

Five years later, things have 
gotten into gear quickly. Morris 
readily recalls begging friends and 
roommates for their leg power. 
Now, he’s overwhelmed with 
options. “On any given week, we 
have 20 to 30 people who apply to 
be a pedicab driver,” he says. “ It’s 
pretty unbelievable, considering I 
couldn’t keep five guys out riding 
when we first started.” 

And with great demand comes 
great variety. It turns out pedal 
people are an Americana cultural 
mishmash. Of course, students and 
young working professionals do it 


as a part-time gig, but there are 
also teachers on summer break, as 
well as actors and musicians who 
take it up between creative proj- 
ects. “It would make a great real- 
ity TV show,” Morris jokes. 

For Rice, it’s a great four-day-

a-week gig that he’ll continue until 
he heads to law school in the fall. 
“It’s the easiest job if you can do 
it physically,” he says. Once he’s 
paid Balinsky a flat fee — $25 to 
$40 a day or $400 monthly — 
Rice can pocket the rest. Since he 
charges $5 a head for a run from 
the National Museum of Natural 
National History to the Washing- 
ton Monument, it’s easy to pull in 
$150 a day. “I know if I quote low, 
I’ll make it up in tips,” he says. 
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For those running the companies, 
however, things can be slightly 
more complicated. 

“It’s an extremely difficult busi- 
ness to make profitable,” Mor- 
ris says. “A lot of people get into 
it and think, It’s great. I’ll buy a 
few bikes.’ They don’t realize all of 
the work you have to put into it.” 
There’s the cost of maintaining 
and storing the bikes, and at about 
$1,500 annually to insure each 
cab, the price tag adds up. 

Getting insurance almost threw 


a wrench in John Patterson’s plans 
to launch his Alexandria-based 
nonprofit, viaVelo (www.viavelos- 
ervice.org). “That was one of our 
hurdles to get across,” he admits. 

Fortunately, he got it last month 
for his first-of-its-kind venture 
with the Boys & Girls Club. Like 
Balinsky’s and Morris’ companies, 
viaVelo offers pedicab rides, but 
the drivers are teens from the local 
youth program (ages 18 and up). 
The hard-shell rickshaws also dou- 
ble as a delivery service, he says,

“Washington is quite support- 
ive,” says Patterson.

because it’s based upon human 
interaction. 

Why are instant interviews so 
important in today’s job market? 

So much of what we have in our 
society is based upon what other 
people tell us, based upon what the 
media tells us, based upon what 
the job description says, based 


upon what some employer thinks 
they want when honestly they don’t 
have a clue. The only way that 
anybody ever gets a job is by self- 
help. Even the government doesn’t 
knock on your door and give you 
a job without you doing anything. 
So, you must initiate action, but it 
has to be a very specific action or 
you don’t get hired. 

Some of your tips and techniques, 
like “appearing magically like 
a genie” at places of business, 
might seem a bit aggressive. 

Do employers really respond to 
them? 

There’s a difference between being 
aggressive and being annoying. 
Employers want aggressive peo- 
ple; they want people who show 
initiative and show some creativ- 
ity. People do all kinds of things to 
try to attract employers, but what 
employers really want is someone 
who’s there now to do what they 
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want done, and they’ll pay someone 
to do it. We have completely lost 
sight of that in our society. 

Why are places like airplanes and 
the gym good spots for instant 
interviews? 

They’re places where people typi- 
cally are just hanging out, and there 
are virtually no barriers. It’s just a 
matter of the approach. People are 
extraordinarily human in these sit- 
uations; they’re very receptive. 


Why shouldn’t a lack of experi- 
ence stand in a job seeker’s way? 

Any two people who are the same 
age have the identical amount of 
experience. The question is not, 
“How do I get experience if I don’t 
have experience?”; the question is, 
“How do I use my life experience 
as a way of getting an interview 
or a job?” 

Can someone who’s shy or introvert- 
ed succeed at instant interviews?

Shahriar Chowdhury 
bid the military adieu 
to try his luck as a 
financial planner 

As a field artillery officer in Iraq 
from May 2003 through July 
2004, Shahriar “Sha” Chowdhury 
didn’t find his off-duty hours a big 
improvement over patrolling Bagh- 
dad streets. The Army captain 
and his unit had no bathrooms, 
no kitchen and only Meals Ready 
to Eat for two months. 

“I lost a lot of weight,” he says. 
“You’d taste the dust every morn- 
ing when you woke up. It was a 
humbling experience.” 

Rigor and risk are old hat for 
Chowdhury, 29. He worked full 
time through college, plunged 
into financial-planning studies 


and now is building a client base 
on only commissions and fees — 
no salary. 

A Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps student at Fordham Univer- 
sity in the Bronx, Chowdhury 
had expected to make the 
military his career. But 
even as a teen he had a 
yen for finance. Work- 
ing at Circuit City, “I was 
the only one who did the 
employee stock-purchase pro- 
gram/ 4 he says with a grin. “I tracked 
the dividends. In the inner city, not 
too many people did that.” 

Eventually, Chowdhury became 
disillusioned with aspects of mili- 
tary life — “I wanted to get ahead 
through hard work, not seniority” 
—and left in late 2005 for a German 
financial-planning firm, which sent 
him to Arlington. It was limited, 


low-level work, so to move up, he 
decided to study for a certificate 
on the side. “It’s like a CPA for the 
financial-planning world.” 

To earn a certificate in finan- 
cial planning through the 
Georgetown University 
School of Continuing 
Studies (202-687-6312; 
Ccpe.georgetown.edu/ 
financial), students tackle 
subjects including invest- 
ments, retirement, insurance, 
income taxes and estate planning. 
Classes are held every other week- 
end in Clarendon; the nine-month 
program starts each September, 
January and April, and ends two 
months before a national two-day 
certification exam. The next infor- 
mation session for prospective stu- 
dents is Aug. 13. 

Anyone can claim to be a finan- 


cial planner, so why earn a cer- 
tificate? Credibility, says Edwin 
Schmierer, Georgetown’s direc- 
tor of custom education and pre- 
mium programs: The education, 
exam, ethics code and experience 
required “demonstrate a mastery 
of a body of knowledge.” 

Certificate holders can join a 
financial-services firm such as UBS, 
Merrill Lynch or Bank of America; 
specialize with a brokerage or law 
firm; or start their own business. 
The field is great for career changers 
because, Schmierer says, 'financial- 
services firms like life experience 
— people who have refinanced a 
home, put their kids through col- 
lege, bought insurance.” 

Obtaining online certificates 
generally takes longer, and no 
other school in Washington has 
a classroom program. Though

dhury and others say it’s worth it 
to learn from instructors who’ve 
written seminal texts and served 
on the exam committee and the 
CFP board.

because many have their own 
financial-planning practice,” he 
says. “I was utilizing stuff I learned 
the very next day at work.” 

He finished classes last Decem- 
ber, took a review course for the 
10 -hour exam, passed it in March 
and joined Financial Advantage 
Associates, a boutique firm in 
Rockville. He’s building a client 
base among ex-military small-busi- 
ness owners, who, he says, are often 
overlooked by larger companies. 

“It’s awesome to put to work 
what I learned in the CFP course 
— helping people get to their goals 
with 40l(k)s, IRAs, nonqualified 
deferred compensation,” Chowd- 
hury says. He also enjoys the flex- 
ibility associated with a small, 
independent company. When not 
putting in long days, he finds time 
to work out, bike the trails and hoist 
a beer with veteran friends. 

Starting salaries for George- 
town grads average $45,000 to 
$65,000, Schmierer says, “but the 
upside is unlimited.” Chowdhury 
agrees: “I know many people who 
busted their hump for five to 10 
years looking for new clients. Many 
now work three days a week keep- 
ing old clients happy, easily gross- 
ing $200, $300, $400,000, up to 
$1 million.” 

Though the stock he earned at 
Circuit City is long gone, it doesn’t 
matter now. Working only for com- 
missions and fees is “scary, but it 
gives you motivation,” he says. “I 
can’t see myself doing anything

The rough economic 
climate and layoffs 
inspire some to blaze 
new career paths 

This wicked recession is throw- 
ing roadblocks in the way of 
many careers. It’s not just layoffs 
knocking people off track. Work- 
ers are facing years with few or 
no pay raises, vanishing bonus- 
es, curtailed retirement contri- 
butions, more hours and heavier 
workloads. 


The money may 
not be as good as 
at their prior jobs, 
but the prospect 
of a new career 
path is alluring. 


With the national unemploy- 
ment rate at nearly 9 percent, most 
people find they have no choice 
but to accept more work, stagnant 
pay and less security, at least for 
now. But some — a minority so 
far — are steering their careers 
in directions they hope will be 
more promising, more fulfilling 
and more under their own control. 
The money may not be as good as 
at their prior jobs, and the risk of 
personal failure may be high in 
some cases, but the prospect of 
a new career path — sometimes 
one long desired but ignored — 
is alluring. 

Maxine Gill, 46, took her career 
in an entirely new direction after 
she was laid off from her job as 
sales and marketing director 
for Comcast in January 2008. “I 
enjoyed what I did, but I knew I 
was not going to retire from that 
job,” she said. This was the sec- 
ond time she had been laid off. 
“Marketing always seems to be 
first to go.” 

Earlier this year, she struck out

on her own, investing $50,000 to 
$60,000 in a franchise, College 
Nannies & Tutors. Her company 
hires people (taking care of the 
tax and paperwork headaches) 
and places them with families for 
temporary or long-term duty. She 
plans to move the business out 
of her Laurel home this summer 
and into a new learning center in 
Bethesda. “Everything is on my 
shoulders, but I enjoy working for 
me,” Gill said. 

“If I were still in corporate 
America, I would have to work 
extra-hard, and I would have to 
travel. You’ve got to do more now 



because of the economic recession 
to keep your job,” she said. “People 
like me, who have been laid off, are 
reassessing what they want out of 
life and what they need to do.” 

The layoff aligned with an 
existing desire to open her own 
business. “The fact that I have an 
impact on children’s lives is very 
important to me,” Gill said. “And 
the fact that I can employ people 
in this economy is a plus.” 

The government is also hir- 
ing, and some people are seeking 
security in the public sector, with 
applications for government jobs 
hitting 7-7 million during the first 
five months of this year. That comes 
close to the 8.1 million total for all 
of last year. Other people are pur- 
suing a more spiritual bent. Appli- 
cations to study this fall at Wesley 
Theological Seminary in the Dis-

-trict are up 10 percent. “Most of 
it is attributable to a change in the 
economy and to people looking for 
more meaningful work,” said Beth 
Ludlum, director of recruitment 
at the seminary. 

And the number of people who 
want to volunteer for charitable 
organizations is soaring. 

Madye Henson, president and 
chief executive of Greater DC 


Cares, a group that trains vol- 
unteers for work with more than 
200 Washington-area charitable 
groups, said there is clearly an 
increase in volunteering, partial- 
ly because it helps laid-off people 
keep their skills sharp. But she tied 
much of it to the presidential elec- 
tion, as well. “I think a lot of it is 
attributable to the president rais- 
ing a flag and challenging every- 
body to give back,” she said. 

Before November (which 
coincided with the brunt of the 


economic downturn), DC Cares 
received about 200 to 250 inqui- 
ries from prospective volunteers 
per month. Right after Election 
Day, she said, the inquiries shot to 
more than 200 a week and stayed 
near there. “What we used to do 
in a month, we now do in a week,” 
Henson said. 

Laura Murray took a big step in 
the spring to alter her life. She is a 
lawyer in her early 50s who closed 
her 10-year-old crisis-management 
consulting business in New York, 


sublet her apartment and moved to 
throw her energies into an alter- 
native career in Washington. “It is 
one of the smarter, cooler things I 
have done,” she said. 

In September, Murray said, 
business was so good she had to 
consider turning away clients. 
Then the financial crisis hit. “I 
had people saying they need my 
services, then becoming too afraid 
to spend any money,” Murray said. 
She faced a decision: Drastically 
reshape the business — or grab the

thing differently?’” she said. “The 
old way isn’t working.” 

Now she is re-engaging her first 
love: politics and public policy, a 
field she had worked in early in 
her career. 

“It’s such an exciting time to be 
in Washington,” Murray said. She 
is aggressively pursuing jobs at 
federal agencies or with a private- 
sector group that works with the 
government. Her new career will 
most likely result in a pay cut, but 
Murray says Washington’s lower 
cost of living (she pegs it as 15 to 20 
percent cheaper than New York’s) 
will cushion the loss. “I view this as 
an opportunity, and I’m not going 
to waste it,” she said. 

Finally, consider the story of 
a frustrated Washington lawyer 
who is putting a pretty face on 
the recession. With a $100 invest- 
ment in a sample kit, this lawyer 
in her 30s launched a side career 
selling Mary Kay cosmetics. She 
spoke on condition of anonymity 
because she doesn’t want her law 
firm to know she hopes to leave. 
“They think I’m happy as a bug 
in a rug, and I want to keep them 
thinking that,” she said. 

But happy she is not. Still bur- 
dened with $150,000 in law school 
debt, she is working for a firm that 
has frozen its salaries. “All that, 
and this is the payoff,” she said. 
“I get to work and work and work 


for no raise and no bonus.” 

She and her husband, who works 
for the government, would like to 
sell their home, move somewhere 
where the pace of life is slower and 
start a family. But that will have 
to wait; the housing bust drained 
$150,000 from their home’s value, 
and they cannot afford to sell. “The 
economy has suddenly made it so 
we are stuck,” she said. 

Eventually, she hopes to quit 
the law firm and maybe open a 
private practice. “I went to law 
school so I would have tools in my 
tool kit,” she said. 

Her employers don’t know that

her tool kit now includes myriad 
shades of lipstick. Each item sold 
earns her a 50 percent commis- 
sion, and three months into the 
business, she says she earns $400 
to $500 a month.

of the pink slip party. Cargo, 28, 
was laid off six months ago as a 
campaign fundraiser. He esti- 
mates that he’s sent out about 
two dozen resumes but has no 
real leads yet.

Washington went on 
location in New York to film “The 
Taking of Pelham 123,” an action- 
thriller about a hijacked subway 
train opening Friday. The cast and 
crew spent weeks shooting in New 
York’s subway tunnels. 

“The Taking of Pelham 123” 
stars Washington as a subway 
dispatcher whose ordinary day 
is thrown into chaos by an auda- 
cious crime. John Travolta plays 
Ryder, who commandeers a train 
and holds its passengers hostage.

And he will talk only with Walter 
(Washington), who has the mis- 
fortune of being on duty when 
the hijacking unfolds. It’s a game 
of cat and mouse as Ryder gives 
Walter, and the city of New York, 
just one hour to meet his demand 
for a $10 million ransom or risk 
bloodshed. 

Washington jumped at the 
chance to play the dispatcher. “I 
just liked the idea that when they 
hand him a gun, he has never held 
one before,” he says. “He’s a little 
overweight, and he spills coffee 
on himself.” 

“The Taking of Pelham 123,” 
adapted by Oscar winner Brian 
Helgeland from the best-selling 
novel by John Godey, reunites 
Washington with filmmaker Tony 
Scott. The two previously worked 
together on “Crimson Tide,” “Man 
on Fire” and “Deja Vu.” 

A British filmmaker best 
known for his high-stakes action 
films, Scott says Washington is one 
of his favorite leading men. 

“Denzel’s always reaching inside 
himself, trying to interpret care- 
fully the character in a different 
way,” he says. “We have a short- 
hand, which is trust. We also have 
the same work ethic.” 

The feeling is mutual. 

“One of the reasons I like work- 
ing with Tony is because, like 
myself, he’s a research fanatic,” 
says Washington. “I know going 
[into a project], he’s going to 
have a lot of stuff for me to look 
at and reference.” angela dawson

FAC A D E I Edie Falco returns to epi- 
sodic television in “Nurse Jackie” 
(10:30 p.m., Showtime). As she did 
with Carmella Soprano, Falco com- 
pletely owns her character, a deeply 
empathetic and overworked nurse 
whose saintly facade covers up a few 
personal quirks. Jackie manages her 
back pain with a variety of prescrip- 
tion drugs that she scores from Eddie 
Walker (Paul Schulze), with whom 
she is having a torrid affair. 

Well aware of her contradic- 
tions, Jackie muses on a varia- 
tion of the words of St. Augus- 
tine: “Make me good, Lord, but 
just not yet.” 

The notion of a beleaguered 
blue-collar nurse’s spouting St. 


Augustine, and in an earlier scene, 
T.S. Eliot, could be considered 
efforts to give a rich character even 
more hidden depths. Or it could 
be blamed on a screenwriter run 
amok suffering from a terminal 
case of the cutes. 

Too often, as in the Eliot, or 


the use of the theme for “Valley of 
the Dolls” (pills — get it?) or the 
re-pairing of Falco with Schulze, 
who played Father Phil on “The 
Sopranos,” all seems more clever 
than believable. Happily, Falco’s 
performance rises above it all. kevin

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While most movie studios have 3-D filmmaking technology, audiences are frustrated 
that theaters aren’t adopting the costly equipment needed to show 3-D flicks. 


Movie theaters have 
problems catching up 
with 3-D technology 

PROJECTION I To hear the folks in 
Hollywood talk about it, improved 
3-D technology and the high-qual- 
ity films that are quickly lining 
up behind it represent nothing 
short of a moviegoing revolution. 
Tell that to the folks who still live 
hours from the nearest theater 
equipped with 3-D. 

For them, all the extra- dimen- 
sional summer offerings and slick 
marketing campaigns amount to 
nothing more than a big, frustrat- 
ing tease. 

For them, the movie world is 
still flat. 

Because of the credit crunch 
and high cost of upgrading equip- 


ment, the vast majority of the- 
aters don’t yet have the ability to 
show 3-D movies, a situation that 


affects the nation’s farthest-flung 
areas most. 

In Maine, you can count on 


one hand the number of theaters 
that showed Pixar Animation’s 
“Up” in 3-D when it opened late 
last week. 

Those that haven’t made the 
costly transition run the risk of 
losing customers who’re willing 
to travel to see it elsewhere in 
3-D, said Bob Collins, marketing 
director of Zyacorp Entertain- 
ment’s Cinemagic, which has been 
offering 3-D at its Saco theater for 
more than a year. 

“A chain that doesn’t have the 
3-D technology, they’re going to be 
in a very tough situation because 
they’re basically going to be turn- 
ing away customers,” he said. 

As it stands, 26 percent of 5,756 
cinemas across the U.S. have one 
or more screens capable of show- 
ing 3-D movies, but that number 
is expected to grow as financing 


becomes available later in the sum- 
mer, said Patrick Corcoran from 
the National Association of The- 
ater Owners. 

All told, there were only 2,385 
3-D screens out of a total of 38,853 
screens nationwide at the end

It costs about $70,000 for a 
movie theater to upgrade from film 
to a digital projector, and the 3-D 
add-on costs another $30,000.

that has been the industry stan- 
dard.
